The residents of the West Covina dis- 


trict, have again bocomc alarmed at the 
possibility of tho use of the ranch own- 
ed by the city of 'Covina in that district 
for sewage purposes and at the request 
of a committee of citizens of that dis- 
trict the Argus -is publishing in full,the 
following statement submitted by them, 
calling for a mass meeting to bo held 
in the West Covina clubhouse on Mon- 
day next, .Sept. 4, at 7:30 in the even- 
ing: 


"One 
of the most attractive and 


highly improved sections of the West 
Co.vina district is threatened with an 
invasion which, if not repelled, will 
utterly destroy the attractiveness, the 
healthfulneas, the land values of the 
entire section. The invasion referred 
to is the immediate construction, by the 
city of Covina, of a sewer line which 
will dump into the very midst of this 
community a full stream of sewage 
reeking with foul smells and deadly 
germs. 


"If there is any one thing which is a 


well-established fact, in connection with 
sewer farms, it is that no matter by 
what process the sewage is treated, any 
community into which it is introduced 
is, ever afterward, shunned by home 
seekers and homelovers, and the -prop 
erty values almost entirely annihilated

A BOOTLEGGER'S PARADISE 


By Frank B. Ebbert, General Counsel. 


for Pacific Coast Legal Department, 


Anti-Saloon League of America 


California today is the bootlegger's 


paradise. It is the only state in America 
that has failed to adopt at least some 
character of a state prohibition enforce- 
ment code to suppress the evil of the 
illegal liquor traffic, and if the boot- 
leggers and moonshiners of this state 
can prevent it, California never will 
adopt such a code. 


In those states -chat have adopted 


state liquor codes we have no serious 
problem in the enforcement of the pro- 
hibition law, regardless of the, fact that 
the liquor men want you to think that 
you cannot enforce the prohibition law 
anywhere in America. This is not true, 
and in those states that have adopted a 
workable liquor code we have no greater 
problem in tlxo main, outside of possibly 
certain large cities, in the enforcement 
of the liquor laws than we do of any 
other criminal statute. The writer re- 
cently called upon the;Federal District 
Attorney, Mr. Reville, at Seattle, Wash., 
and inquired ,of him how many cases 
covering tjie violation of the Volstead 
act he had in his office, and was advised 
that at that time there were forty-one 
cases, and was further informed that 
this was about the usual number of 
these cases in his office. Ten days Before 
this inquiry was made to the Federal 
district attorney at Seattle, I made a 
similar inquiry of Assistant United 
States Attorney-General McCormick of 
San Francisco, who is in charge of the 
prosecution of all violations of the Vol- 
_stead act in California, and was inform- 
'ed that there were more than two thou- 
sand cases in his office at that time. The 
explanation for this startling difference 
is in the fact that the state of Wash- 
ington has a very strong prohibition 
law, and that the vielators of this law 
are prosecuted vigorously and promptly 
under the state law, and in the further 
fact that every policeman, sheriff, and 
peace officer in the state is constantly 
on the watch for these criminals, while 
just the opposite is true in California.

Possession of liquor under the 


Wright act would not be unlawful. You 
might have any quantity in your home 
and no officer could take a drop of it 
from you if you have come lawfully in- 
to possession of it, unless he could first 
prove that you were actually selling it 
or disposing of it contrary to the law, 
and he would have to PROVE this to 
the satisfaction of the court judge be- 
fore he could secure a warrant. He could 
not secure a warrant on mere suspicion 
or rumor or hearsay evidence. He must 
KNOW AS A FACT that you jare vio- 
lating the law. Under this measure you 
can consume liquor which you have le- 
gally acquired in your own home and 
servo it to your bona fide guests, and 
not be violating any law. 


This measure is further absolutely fair 


inasmuch as it provides that if con- 
gress should ever modify the Volstead 
act that such modification shall auto- 
matically apply to the Wright aejt with- 
out the need of any further action on 
the part of the legislature or the people 
of California. 


The Wright act places absolutely no 


added duty or burden upon a single law- 
abiding citizen of California. It re- 
quires NOTHING of you that it not 
already required of you as a loyal Amer- 
ican. The only ones it can possibly 
affect are the bootleggers and moon- 
shiners, a criminal class in California 
that are deliberately committing mur- 
der by the poison they are selling. Ev- 
ery man or woman in our state who has 
a reverence for law should unalterably 
b£ opposed to these criminals and should 
work and vote for the adoption of the 
Wright act on November 7, 1922.—Ex.

A clean, wholesome fair, devoid of all shady means of revenue, 
would appeal to the people and be supported far better than one 
which panders to lottery or gambling devices as a source of 
revenue.—La Verne Leader.

Trinity church held on Monday evening 
of this week, the resignation of the Rev. 
L. M. Idleman was read, and after a^i 
earnest discussion of the matter, reluct- 
antly accepted.
